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ARCHAEOLOGICAL  FIELDWORK 

The  year  1979  has  seen  a  substantial  increase  in  fieldwork  activities 
of  the  Foundation.    Two  major  research  projects,  one  in  Peru  and  one  in 
Belize,  were  initiated  and  will  be  continued  during  the  coming  years. 

Field  research  activities  of  the  Director  included  a  trip  to  Mexico 
and  Belize  in  January  for  study  and  consultation  with  colleagues.  In 
Mexico,  he  worked  on  the  organization  of  an  international  symposium  on 
the  Post-classic  of  the  Mixteca-Puebla  area,  a  proposal  which  was  submitted 
to  the  National  Science  Foundation  in  conjunction  with  Edward  B.  Sisson,  a 
former  Curator  of  the  Foundation.    In  Belize,  he  laid  the  groundwork  for 
the  research  project  on  Archaic  period  occupation  in  the  riverine  zone.  In 
July  and  August  he  returned  to  Mexico  to  study  the  results  of  the  Palo  Hueco 
Archaeological  Project  directed  by  Jeffrey  Wilkerson  of  the  Florida  State 
Museum,  and  to  inspect  the  results  of  the  last  season  of  fieldwork  of  the 
Palo  Blanco  Archaeological  Project  directed  by  Robert  Drennan,  a  former 
Curator  of  the  Foundation. 

Field  research  activities  of  the  Curator  included  two  trips  to  Peru 
from  March  to  June  and  from  September  1979  to  February  1980.    During  the 
first  visit,  financed  by  the  Centre  National  de  la  Recherche  Scientifique 
of  France,  she  continued  her  archaeozoological  studies  of  the  site  of  Telar- 
machay    and  traveled  to  Puno  to  finalize  arrangements  for  her  research 
project  there.    In  September    she  began  research  in  Pucara  and  La  Raya  on 
her  National  Science  Foundation  sponsored  project  "Prehsitoric  Pastoral  ism 
in  the  Lake  Titicaca  Basin,  Peru." 
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The  Palo  Blanco  Archaeological  Project,  directed  by  Robert  Drennan, 
continued  the  Foundation's  long  standing  research  project  in  the  Tehuacan 
Val ley  of  Mexico o    This  final  season  of  excavation  was  done  on  a  National 
Science  Foundation  grant  now  administered  by  the  University  of  Michigan. 

The  summer  school  class  in  archaeology  continued  their  annual  excava- 
tion at  the  Poznick  site  in  Lowell,  Massachusetts.    The  six-week  long  excava- 
tion was  under  the  direction  of  Eugene  Winter,  a  Research  Associate  of  the 
Foundation. 

At  the  end  of  1979  the  Director  was  informed  that  his  Belize  project 
would  be  financed  by  the  National  Science  Foundation  and  he  began  preparation 
for  a  five-month  field  season  at  the  beginning  of  1980.

As  a  result  of  this  course  a  local  interest  group, 
Friends  of  the  R.S.  Peabody  for  Archaeology,  was  formed  and  continues  to  grow 
and  meet  regularly.

The  museum  and  library  continues  to  be  open  to  the  public  as  well  as  to 
students  and  other  classes  of  Phillips  Academy. 
ADMINISTRATIVE 

During  1979  two  agreements  for  collaboration  in  research  were  formalized. 
The  first  is  with  the  Instituto  Veterinario  de  Investigaciones  Tropicales  y  de 
Altura,  IVITA,  of  the  Universidad  Nacional  Mayor  de  San  Marcos,  Lima,  Peru,  and 
the  second  is  with  the  Universidad  de  Chile,  Antofagasta.    Both  are  related  to 
the  Curator's  research  in  Peru. 
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I  would  like  to  express  our  thanks  and  appreciation  to  our  Administrative 
Assistant,  Theodora  George,  for  her  efficient  handling  of  all  the  myriad  details 
involved  in  the  activities  of  the  Foundation.    Her  contribution  is  invlauable. 
Thanks  are  also  due  to  our  Custodian,  Joseph  Richard,  for  his  conscientious 
attention  to  the  upkeep  of  the  facility.    He  keeps  the  Museum  in  excellent  con- 
dition and  is  always  cooperative  when  asked  to  assist  in  any  task. 

In  conclusion,  it  should  be  observed  that  at  the  present  time  the  question 
of  the  Foundation's  future  remains  unresolved  and  under  discussion.
